On March 31, 2004, the Office of Thrift Supervision, along with the other federal banking
agencies, issued updated guidance for examiners, financial institutions, and technology service
providersin anew booklet entitled Retail Payment Systems. The booklet was issued through the
Federal Financial Ingtitutions Examination Council (FFIEC) and is the seventh in a series that
will completely update and replace the 1996 FFIEC Information Systems Examination
Handbook.

The booklet provides guidance to examiners and thrifts regarding the effective management and
use of retail payment systems, and will be used by OTS examinersin their evaluations of your
retail payment systems program and those of your technology service providers. The booklet
contains an overview of various retail payment systems along with a description of the roles of
systems participants and third parties. It outlines the risks associated with retail payment
systems and the risk management practices that financial ingtitutions should implement in order
to mitigate those risks.

With the issuance of the Retail Payment Systems Booklet, the OT S rescinded Chapter 20, Retail
EFT (ATM & POS) and Chapter 21, Automated Clearing House (ACH) of the 1996 FFIEC
Information Systems Examination Handbook.
